Tlie Geneva Arbitration. 

HiHiorv ia said to ropctit ilsolf. Tlio 
liistory of -svhat, iH coimuoiily known aw 
tbo Alabama Claims Iihh re})oat(Hl itsolf 
BGVoral times. Ari tlio causo, lirotlxir 
Johatlian vb. John Bull, now in pro- 
cess of adjiulication at tlio seat of 
crood ami watcli inal;in(jf,appn)aelieH a 
termination it Ih ainusin^ to obHorvo 
tho constantly changing attitude of the 
Plaintiff. In the ontsot of tliis conten- 
tion, aa the reader will doiibf-Utss re- 
member, damages were .sot at eight to 
ten millions. "With the lapse of time 
aiid under tho fostering iiiduenco of 
political legerdemain, tho amount gi'cw 
tintil the fertile brain of a Stmmor 
' r ►raiaod it to between three and four 
hiindrod millions. B was about thin 
time that the Plaintiff conceived the 
modest and sublime idea of accepting 
all British North America in satisfaction 
of tbo imagiuaij debt. Tho arbitra- 
tors sitting at Geneva \ cry wisely re- 
solved tliat thoir proc'cec lings should 
bo conducted ■Nvitli entire socrocy; and 
80 well has that resolve been adliercd 
to that the prying sagacity of the corres- 
pondents oftho Now York journals, who 
crowd tho city by tho lake, liavo been 
coiuijlotoly baflled. 'More recently, 
however, a stro;un of rather signillcant 
telograuiB has licjon passing under the 
Atlautio to the centre of news on thin 
continent. TIichc telegrams oniiiioiis- 
ly point all in one direction -imfavtM- 
ablo to the i)arty receiving them; the 
direct claims, deemed .so scciiri', are 
being investigated with cruel keenness, 
and under the j'ulicial sagacity of tlie 
tribunal are becoming smaller by de- 
gi'eos and, from our point of view, 
. beautifully less. About the time the 
reference was agreed to it was 
ostimated that tho Defendant would 
como oil' dirt cheap at thirty ca- 
foi-ty millions. No sooner was tho re- 
ference made than the Plaintiff put in 
a ridiculous claim for indirect or conse- 
quential damages, which, could it liave 
been entertained, would have swelled 
the liability indefinitoly. After a little 
swagger it was, however, abandoned; 
fjio^ nothing remained but for tho ar- 
bio-ators to deal with the claim for direct 
damages. Tho Plaintiffs little bill 
embraces fourteen vessels and claims 
theaumof $19,2G0,0G2for losses sus- 
tained in r<»spoct of the vessels dest ri,_v - 
ed by them. To this is added :?.">, SOS, - 
G6G for incroaeod insiu-ance premiums, 
and $479,033. styled "niiscellaneous," 
— ^making the sum total contained in 
the revised statement of PlaintiiTs 
claims $25, 517, ICl. Tlu' Defendant's 
arg-umont ojiens by :i liiuit.ntion of the 
voHHols, in respect of whose (Icpreda- 
tions claims can l)e muil(5 under the 
Ti*caty,to the Florida, .-Vlabama ,(i curgia 
and Hlienandoah, tlu.'so l)(>ing the diilv 
vefiSolH in resjiect nf which any claims 
had been ])ut forward up to tin making 
of tho Treaty. The second and third 
items in tlio Phiint,itV'H l>ill the Defend- 
ant's argument makes shni-t \\-ork of, 
dismissing them as scarcely deserving 
of consideration. Tlie first and chief 
item it experiences no difliculty in 
reducing from nineteen to eight mil- 
lioufi! It must not be siijjposcd, how- 
ovei', that liability for ono cent is ad- 
mitted, oven on account of tho four 
- ships recognised in Defendant's argu- 
ment. On tho contrary, itissubinittod 
( that the Plaintiff has failed to make 
^ out a case in respect to all or any of 
-^ihem. It cannotbesho^vn, it is con 
tended, witli regard to any ono of them, 
that tho British Oovernniont failed to 
use due diligence to in-OTont her fnnn 
being fitted out, nniied or oquip2)ed 
from Britisli i"i-ritory, or from depart- 
ing after being adaptfwl to warlike 
purpoHf'S. It isfurtiiercontcnded that, 
supiKjsing tho liability of Defeinlant 
should be estaljlished, it would be nar- 
rowed down to loss arising froni the 
ca]it.nre or d(;strnetion, l)y (be cruisers 
specified, of ships or jirojierly owned 
• ,by the United States or by citi/.enK of 
tlie United States; and, tnoref)ver,

Smi-iijliad engaged a number of Indians 
at $1 W por day to pack for Tiedoman's 
))arty. When Mv. Smith loft Tiodouian's, 
a'; llio iMuidorer's Bar lio took tho Indians 
back with liim for a fresh snjiply of pro- 
visions. When thoy arrived at tho depot, 
they wanted six daj-B roRt. Mr. Smith 
would not allow it, nnd discharged them 
on thoir refusal to woi-k witliont the rest. 
tlndg(! O'lteilly went down tho Iniet lo 
where the Y party is and th(>ro cn^'agod 
1',) Indians at iiJl per day to work by tho 
month. Those Indians aro not so well 
adajittal for tho inland work, not being 
used to swift water nnc' their canoes :ir" 
net inaile f(n' it. 'J'li sc men woi-keil un- 
til lhe\' ai-ri\-e(l I'l, Ciansby's ('ani]). llei-e 
two of the lirsL Inl, of Indians eiiK;i;;vd 
frightened !h,^ new hit, telling tlieia llic 
Chilcdtens would bo aft<>r them for work- 
ing in their tnrritory, to such an ostont 
that Ihev threw down their packs and loft. 
,Iudge (VlV illy, :Mr. Me:\Iillan, Michael 
(.ludge O'ii's Indiiin) and a guide then 
]irciceeiled to take the jn'ovisiou.s and 
.Tuilge O'lleilly's baggage as far as 'I'ii'.h' 
mail's. I'Va- this purpose they hud to 
cross tho river. The two Indians \\ith 
Gansby's party put them across in a canoe, 
but inat^'ad of putting thciu on the main- 
laiul they i.i'-ded Ihem on an island.

Michel then managed lo 
cross the riviM- and tho wholo jiarty, after 
sinne tini(\ fnlhiwcd, taking \vh;il feu 
tliin;r:i they had nn their heads, Mr. :Me- 
Millaii wiit to inform Mr. (iansby nf tlie 
way they had been treat^'d, and ."Sir. (ian:; 
by called for vohnitoers to go with him 
in a onnoo to tlielr assistance. Two only 
— Messrs. Maxwell nnd Johnson— v(dini

They had a.Sr e 1 for some 
muiiey im theirroturu from hiking Judge 
O iteilly and party across,||a8 they said, to 
send home, and decamped during thu 
night. Judge O'Boilly and parly then 
Btart<>d, packing jirovisions themsplves. 
and ;i.rrived at Tiedenian's on the 2:ird 
July. Hero a tree fell (Ui Tiodeniau's 
tent, nearly killing Jlr. Tiedeinaii and 
seriously hurting tho Indian guido. A-i 
no utlior was to bo got. Judgo O'Reilly 
did his best to doctor him ni) and waited 
soni(^ days for him. In the meantime he 
sent ]Mi(di(d and Jfr. Ebarta, who vidnn- 
tcered to, go with him, to exidore the way 
thrnugh the canyon. After being (ml 
four days they returned and rejiorted the 
canyon imjiassable and tho count ry devoid 
of gani(>. On tho iJlst July Judge O'Kr'illy, 
Michel and tho guide, together with Mr. 
Tiedemun and two of liis men, with each 
a blanket and six day's jirovisions. slarte<l 
for Tatliih, making a dotoiir round the 
eoinmeneemput of tho canyon , and then, 
after crossing Tiedeiinin's (.ilaci(M-, kept 
along tho higher ridges and arrived at 
'I'atlah Jjako on the Olh iust. Two days 
before heaving Tiedoman's .Tiidgo OTloilly 
rciuMved a loiter from Mr. Uristow, socond 
ill command of Mr. Gau8l)y's party, say- 
ing that tliat gontloman was idining u|) 
the rivor from tho ilf>pot, whitlierjhc had 
iieei! to reidace the canoo -which was In.st, 

-also that two men who wf'i'e reported 
drowned had been got oiV an island after 
being f>n it for ouo day and a night 
Tho canoe they had niad(> liad boon loaded 
with provisions, and boing cranky had 
been ontrigged with a couple of legs 
whi(di made her oompletoly unweildy, 
and linding her nai.uuiageabh" they an- 
chiired her with a heavy stono, lull tln^ 
swiftness of till' river sank her and every- 
thing was lost, th(j two men barely escaji- 
ing with their lives.

HoEiNaPoT.^TOES. — Tilo Ohio Fanner 
sayn: Ono of tlio KccrotH of succesR in 
potivtoo growing in in giving tlicni a 
hoeing at tlio proper stage of gj-owth; 
ono hilling is Buflicient and tins tlionid 
bo givon when tlio vines are about six 
in(dies high, Previnnstn this u.so tho 
cultivator freely- — keep tho earth Iooho 
on tho Hiirfdce and froo fiom weods. 
When lit the Htago of growth mention- 
ed, give a good hilling, making tho 
mound broad and Hat on tho to]> and 
and a little cii])ping; after this do no 
moro than to cut outwoodn. jTlio hoeing 
is best (lone booh after a ruin. Some 
advocate iiat culturo and others two 
hillings, but wo have never succeeded 
Iq Gither of those plans nor do tlio 
most Huccobsful potatoe growers advo- 
cate thoiii. Two hillings will nmko 
two settings, and result in a lai-f e 
nunibor of Hiniill pi^itatooa at liurvi^st 
time. Flat culturo may do on a deijp 
lonniy soil where tho roots may mmify 
and fonii tubera readily, but a clay 
soil hilling in the old-fashioned way 
is tlie one most ceilain to make good 
rotunis. 

AxiTALFA. — 'William H. Nash of 
Magnolia farm after having t li(iroii:;li]y 
invosiif,'.<itnd the subject nnd cxaiuiiied 
tho uiosL exLoiiHivo fields of alfalfa iu 
Calioniia l.n.s dccidiid that it is the 
very thing wdiiidi raisers of slock need 
in this dry cliiiiato.

It was over knee liigli on 
the 2lltli of June, when it was cut and 
yieldotl a tini to the acre, it is now 
a foot high and as thiidc us the hair on 
a (hjg. ilr "Kiish thinks iJiat tlii; many 
failures with alfalfa which aro report 
ed arise from imperfeotcultivation and 
insufficient seed. His experimental 
field was twice thoroughly plouelied, 
harrowed six times, received twenty 
]iouu(ls of seed to the aero, and rolled 
with a heavy roller. He has so much 
conlideiico in tho value of alfalfa for 
stock, that be proiioses to ])iit in 
forty-eight acres next season. - Napji 
Ecqiorter. 

When to Cw "NViikat. — Tho Geriiuui- 
towu Telcgraiili gives the f(]llowiug 
direetions: There has been .some diver- 
sity of o])inion ns to tho best time to 
cut wheat, judging from the common 
practise of fanners. It is generally 
out when dead rijie, or at least when 
tho grain has beeoine hard. T'his is no 
doubt an error, and one of more im- 
liortanco thau many suppose. It should 
be remembered that wheat is eoiii- 

SOEed of gluten, starch and bran. 
Huten is the nourishing cpinlity of tho 
grniu, makes tho Hour stick together in 
tho hands of tho maker, and gives 
weight to tho grain -and there is tho 
greatest quanity of gluten in the grain 
just when the sfciaw is yellow two or 
tlireo joints from tho grtDund, the head 
turns downward, and jon can niasli a 
grain between yonr thuuio and finger 
without producinii any niiU:. It may 
thorofore be sot down as an indisput- 
able truth that oveiy day the wheat 
stands after this stage of its ripeneBs, 
tho gluten decreases in quantity ami 
the bran increases in thickness,
